sions to regulate interstate communica- 
tion in the matter of freights, either by 
railroads or by rail and water transpor- 
tation combined, would be of essential 
service both to the railroads and to the 
general public, and they aro glad to no- 
tice from tho report of the Legislative 
Committee on Railroad Investigation 
that yon entertain a similar opinion.
